London, .Tuuo 7. — The Eschiiuge Tele- 
grapli Ooiupany to-day publish an inter- 
view with the parliamentary secretary of 
the colonial ollice, Earl Selborue, declar- 
ing that the conference ut Bloemfontein, 
Orange Free State, between Presideut 
ICrugcr of the Transvaal llepublic and 
British High Ooinmissioner uud Gover- 
nor of Cape Colony Sir Alfred Milucr, 
prored eminently unsatisfactory, and 
that there is no probability o£ its re- 
sumption. 

The report ot the brealcdowB of the 
negotiatious bus created considerable 
uuxitity in political and ofllcial circies, 
uud there is much speculation us to the 
next move of the British govemmeut. 
While Great Britain probaly does not 
mean war, it is eenerally thought that 
lit any rate there will be military prepar- 
utioufi. 

Brussels, .June 7. — Oi\ Leyds, Euro- 
peun representative of the Transvaal, 
has received an otlicial despatch from 
I'retoria concerning the report of the 
failure of President Ivniger und British 
High Comtnissioner Sir Alfred Miluer 
to reach an agreement at the coulerence 
just held at Itloenifontein. It i.s added 
that although I'resident Kruger oltcred 
important cuncessidiis, he uiiulc thuiu 
coutiiigcnt on Jirilish acceptance of the 
principle of arbitration oi the dillcrenccs 
existing beLwceii Great Britain and the 
Tiausvaal. This Great Britain hereto- 
I'lire lias refiisiil, on the ground that it 
would be an aeknowledgiuent oiT the 
eijualitics ot the two countries. 

AccDi-din;; to the despatch received liy 
Dr. Leyds, I'resident Ivrugi-r proposed 
that a sojourn of two years should be 
necessary for naturalization, and that 
the full franchise be acQnirablo live 
years later, coupled with properly quali- 
lications. 'i'lie British high comiuis- 
fiiouer reganled the proposal as insulU- 
iicnl, and made a counter proposal- 
I'loidcnt Kniger, it Is further inaerled, 
iiilcmls 1(1 submit both proposals to the 
volksraad, subject to the favorable deti- 
siou of Great Britain xeln,tive 'to arbi- 
tration. 

New York, June 7.— ITie afternoon 
papers have the following cablegram 
from London regarding the Krngor-Mil- 
uer Conference: " Lord Selborue, under 
eoiouiai secretarj-, announces that the 
Kruger-Milner conference al I51oenifon- 
tein broke down and is entirely wiihoiii 
results. A telegram received at 1 o'clock 
this afternoon from Milner stali-s thai 
rrcsident Ivrugor obstinately refuses all 
couressidiis tending loward a settlement 
of till' 'rriiusv;i;il dillicullies. Upon re- 
(H'iviiig the despatch, Secretary Cham- 
berlain, Lord Selborue and others held 
a consultation concorniug the failure of 
the negotiations, which creates a serious 
situation." 



A WISE MOSQUITO.

Kingston, .Tnmaiea, .Tnne 7.— Mail ad- 
vices from the Mosquito coast say the 
Indians there have rebelled against the 
government of Nicaragua, are taking 
tlie war path and are sending a delega- 
tion to invite Prince Clarence to head 
the rising, which, it is added, will prol>- 
ably receive financial support from '.he 
foreign residents of the Mosquito coast. 

Prince Clarence is now at Kingston, 
hut he recently declared he would never 
break fnith with the British govcrunient, 
preferring his easy retirement liore lo 
active life as king of the Mosquito coast.

Wlien the NortLoru PiiL-ilit' sleiiiiisliii) 
Tacoma left the Orient tUe plague was 
□inklii!; great ravages on thickly cet- 
tltnl centres of populaLlou. A corr -hd.hi- 
dent wlio hiis bocii through the ijistri.'i.s 
aujs: "111 Ciiutou uud Kiitshiiu, il is 
reported as 'bad,' but not so bad u.s iu 
TOUie cities. Tlic city oC Siiii Xing 
migiit vorri'Otly ho luiiiicil, ;U pres"iit, 
■"J'lie tlity of Di'iUli." The plii^^'ui.' Is 
ruvngiiig with siM-'cial virulence, mid '.vii- 
rying oS its victims in large uuntbui-H. 
Shops and dAvelUng houses an? cIo.s.hI, 
and then- iuhcibitaiil a have lied into ':bL 
eouutry, earo'ing llie iiit'ectioii willi 
theui. Business is, fur the i>r;.'.ieiit, 
purul.v/.ed. The streets, meaiiwliile, are 
reekinif in lilili. and all drains are 'jlioU- 
ed with rubhish. IJehoUl the nnnoily 
euiployed! In uae street, I observed nil 
le« Hthun thriH' inaLshods erected, in 
which were seated, in ealni cnniplais- 
aucy many idols which are iuiidor'jd lo 
exert their power to stem uud tiir:i ba 
the tide of death. Moreover, over aim : 
every door arc linnf; hi-.uichcs of eaeUis, 
or other thorny shrubs, also a pieeo cf 
fine netting, uud u bag oL" small coclile 
shells. It is believed thai the nialiginint 
devila cannot well avoid all these olj- 
stacles uud enter the bouse! They may 
be Iriglitened iy the rattling of the 
shells, as boys used to frighten birds 
from the cornfields by the rattle of a 
tin pan. If the devils yet attempt to en- 
ter, tkey must pass through the mass of 
thorns, but ain scarcely avoid the small 
netting. 

"It is almost past belief that nien'.s 
minds are so dark, iniuds, too, that have 
spent years in Ameri.eii or Australia. Yet 
there it is. It is altogether tragic to see 
such things, and to look behind and con- 
template t!ie sorrow, berenveraent, and 
blank despair that hover over the Lojues 
and paralyze the hearts of those who 
crouch in terror within. In the interests 
of humanity, tlicro is every reason wliv 
all agencies, religious, edueatioual, -lad 
eonimereial, slidiild eontituie their ;jro,).i- 
gand.-i, und endeavor to peuelrate .iiid 
dissipate this terrible ghioin. Meiinvhlle 
the aim shines out. of a eIoiidle,s sky, .

the last six months. The farmers look 
out vaeaiuly over lields parched as lia-J 
and dry as adobes, or weary tbemselvej* 
by pumiiinu' up wnWr from the lialf-lilled 
river on the small plots situate uii the 
buiil;s. _ One striking feature of the lun l- 
seaiii' ;s llie large number of bani.);)o 
elnnips ■which rise on all bands, )<.riiit 
and dead." 

A rebellion, writes a Catitoii corres- 
pondent, has arisen iu the prefectures of 
Wei-chow and Chew-chow, and the' local 
authorities have telegraphed to the C.ui- 
ton viceroy for aid. Colonels Shain-ki- 
shan^ and Tiug-ehi-tak have boon com- 
missioned to pacify the territory, and 
have gone forward with 200 and ;{(Ji) 
'• braves," respectively. After their de- 
parture by the On Lau gunboat, thi; 
viceroy, fearing the force would be in- 
siidldeut, despatched Col. Ying-shiu-tak 
with his coniinuna. 

-V special lelegrain was received by the 
I'liiriese Jlail. slating that a band of 
l,d<)(> to r,,00(» men were devastating the 
Luk-fung district of Wei-cliow-f u. the 
chief being a native of Cbow Yeiini,'. 
The rebels wcnpicd a camp at Kiiii- 
sheuiig and captured Shin-kin and other 
villages. 'J'liey atlcnipted to tak(? the 
principal town of the district, but were 
r(?puls<'d by the lo(.'al militia. At i>res- 
eui upwards of Tbd villa^'cs in tlie vicin- 
ity have coinbiiUNl af,'ainst the rebels. 

The owneiH of a Ohiiiese junk have 
brought action against H. M. S. Hermo- 
iiic for the sani of ?8,000 as damages 
•^iistaiiiiHl by collision. 

A big dr>--(lock was opeinil at Uche- 
diu'Iio, near Yokuhaina, on .May 1. 

'i"lu> negol iatioiis c-accrning the eoa- 
strucliou of tlie Tsin-Cliing railway have 
been successfully conclndi'd between 
lOiiglaud, tjcrniiuiy and China, says a 
Tekiii desiiatcli. It has bwii arriiiigod 
that the sections between Tientsin and 
Tsinan, ami Tsinan an<l Iclian, shall be 
placed under the conti-ol of (Jena any, 
aiKl the section between Icliaii and Obiii- 
Uiang undi r British control. The com- 
pany is in the name of a Chinese Concern, 
the c.ipilal lo be advanced being £5,(JUd,- 
tXK), at T) per cent, interest. 

An Anglo-Italian Hyndieate has ob- 
tained the right to construct the line 
from .Toyan, In Hupeh, to Taochau, in 
Shansi, and Messrs. .Tartlin'o & Matlie- 
Bon hnve secured riglils over tho line 
from Sinyan, in irouau, to Naiigking, via 
L.ttchan, in Atihul. 

"The extension of the settlement north 



of the Yangklngpang, in Shangholi is 
settled at last. The chairman of the 

inunicipni council, Rlr. J. S. Fcaron, and 
the British and United States cousuls- 
^'e^cral, aided by their German colleague, 
have worked hard and continuously to 
achieve this long-sought ead, to bring to 
a practical conclusion the long-conceded 
principle, and have succeeded at last. 
The town that is growing tip round the 
railway teniiinus is unfortunately not 
within the extension, but the council is 
l)romised rights of policing, lighting and 
saidtaliua in it.

CONNBOTION WITH VANCOUVEU. 

It 19 important, in considorinp tin- 
various ticlionios suggestod for providinj; 
more rapid coiinectiou with the Maiuliind 
thet the O. P. N. service and what it 
means should not be lost sight of. The 
C. P. N. is peculinrly ii A^ictoriii -ontor- 
priso. By far the greattM- part of its 
stocli is owned here and substiinLiully 
all its disbursements are iiinde hort'. The 
latter is a matter of very great im- 
portance, and the people of Victoria 
ought to reflect as to the effect in this 
respect of the establishment of new lin •« 
of communication with the Mainliind, 
which would lead to the removal of the 
Itcadquorters of this business from this 
city. 

Undoubtedly it woidd lie iin excelelnt 
thins if tlie O. 1'. N. could be induce.! 
to put on a quiclver service to and fr>ni 
Vancouver. If a 20-knot steamer were 
provided, making the trip in throe 
and a half hours, there would he verj' 
little to complain of so far iis passeu^' -r 
service is concornod. This would lot 
meet the views of thoso who hoiK? to 
see Victoria develop into a terminal point 
for Oriental trade throujfh a tr.iiu ser- 
vice with the Mainland, nor would it 
lill the expectations of those wlio be- 
lieve Victoria can build up a hir^'e busi- 
ness with the Fraser valley. We do 
not Itnow that the ideas are altogether 
antagonistic, but even if they are so td 
some extent, it would Ix" unwise to conn 
to any conclusion as to what cnin-c^ 
should be adopted, without <'onsiderint 
what the C. P. N. company may ha . i 
to propose as a means of improving th"ii 
service. We malie this suggestion .it 
thi.s time, because it may be assuuicd 
thit tlie recent agitation will shortly b( 
n!sumed, and it is desirable that all the 
factors in the situation should be liefor 
the public. 



IGNOllANCB IIBSPONSIP.LK. 

The attitude of the United Stat->H pres 
in regard to the Alaskan boundiiry is due 
lo the ignorance prevailing in that coun- 
try of the real nature of the case, riu: 
map-makers are largely responsible for 
this ignorance. They have dftiwn the 
boundary line for the last fifty y.-.tr^ 
from the heud of Portland Canal in ii 
great su'ccij to Mount .St. Ellas, taking 
care to avoi(i tlie heads of the iidcts, 
lOven (L'anadian ma|)-niakers have folio .v- 
cd this rule, a.s will be seen by reference 
to Sanilford Fleming's map of the Oan 
adian I'acilic raiUvay routes published in 
1877. In contnulistijiction to the coiirsc 
pursued by Canadian and British writ- 
, crs, who have dealt with the bounda -y 
question, the writers in the United 
Ktate.s press have insisti'd to the full 
uiHJu the claim indicated on the -ii.ips 
referred to. They have deliberately jud 
cealed from tlie public that the bo>in 
dary was never defined, and have n-;> 
resented r'anada as wekinff to get poa- 
■-■ession of territory heretofore conced.>d 
l)y every •one to be a part of tin- terri- 
tory of the United .Sttite.s. 'I'liis inis- 
reprp«entntlon became voi-y generil at 
the time of the Venezuelan boundary dis- 
pute. It was claimed then by many 
leading newspaiws, and for no ot!ier 
piiinK)S(? than to lire the national hear! 
against Great Britain, tliat ihe 
latter power was endeavoring; to (rr.iMp 
YflJuablc gold mines there whicli bo- 
]ouge<l to Venezuela and in 
-Alaska wliich of right lic- 
longeti to Ihe TInit(.<l .States, and no ope 
tnking^tlie trouble to cofrcct tlie IraprcH- 
»lon tfius created, there is no reason for 
wonder that the people of that country 
have come to regard Canada as a tres- 
I)iis(-er who desires to get sonielhiu;; sin; 
is Jiot .entith'd to. The newspap<>rs of 
Jiritis.'j Columbia l:nve done tl:eir bt-st 1 



to show the true nature of the Canadian , 

claim, but they have received very indif- 
ferent backing from their contemporaries 
in the East, which are naturally in a 
be^w^p<JsitJoa;fJtha.a they to get thoir 
vieivs before the'newspapcrs of the chL»f 
United States cities. 

It appears Uiat the United States gov- 
ernment lays great stress iiiwu posses- 
sion of disputed areas. Whatever may 
be said in regard to long continued pos- 
Bossioii, such as has been exercised at 
Wrangel and .Juneau, there can surely be 
no sound claim based upon rece.it pos- 
session, that is any possession d'Uiag 
from a time since the first p.irtiiM were 
sent out to take prelimiuury st.'ps to- 
wards the delimitation of th(,' boun lary. 
Tliis remark will apply to nil points on 
the head of Lynn Canal and to Pyraniid 
Harbor. These places were occupied by 
ofllccrs representing the United States 
government aftei- both the autliorltics :it 
Washington and those at Ottawa had 
sent out parties to make oiiservnti>)ns 
and surveys for the purpose of deter- 
mining where the line ought to be drawn 
under the treaty of 1825. Surely it will 
not be claimed that any possession ac- 
quired ponding such observations alters 
eitlier country'.'^ right. So far us posses- 
sion and the exercise of jurisdiction go, 
tlit^ (luestion ought to relate back to a 
date previous to the first attempt to de- 
terniine tlie boundary. Conunoii sense 
as well :'.s every principle of law te.iehes 
that possession acquired pending a aet- 
tlenient ought to have no weight. 'Phis 
cons.idcratiou would, we think, disjxise of 
tlie claim made on licliaU' of the Unite.l 
Stt.tes to any points in <lispute on the 
ground of oc<aipatioii. 

The Cauadian press ought to unite in 
an attempt to dispel the ignorance pre- 
vailing in the Unltetl States upon this 
important question, for this is the prin- 
cipal obstacle to a just settlement of 
the dispute. No matter how nuieli li.s- 
posed the United States commi88ion.>rs 
might be to recognize the roasonaWo- 
iies;j of the Canailian claims, they will 
lind it iliflicult to lly in the fac,> of a 
public opinion that has been educated 
to think those claims to bo without the 
shadow of a foundation in justice. The 
unwillingness of those commissioners to 
consent to a full arbitration without 
any conditions, which was doubtless due 
to a. recognition of the strength of tJie 
Canadian contention under the law of 
nations, is attributed throughout the 
United States to a determination bt their 
government to resist the utterly prepos- 
terous demands made by (Canada to terri- 
tory to which we have even I lie scrul)- 
lanee of a right. 

A NEW PARK. 

As Uie Colonist has on several occa- 
sions mentioned the desirability of pro- 
viding a [Mirk for the recreation of tlie 
peui)le in the North Ward, it need hardly 
say now that the effect being made in 
that direction meets with its warm ap- 
proval. Beacon Hill park is a delightful 
resort, but it is just a little too far away 
for the people in the other end of tlie city 
to derive full benefit from it, and if some 
arrangement can be made whereby u 
p;irk can be secured in the latter imrtion 
of the city, without entailing too much 
taxation, we are sure it will meet witli 
general aiiproval. Some one wrote to 
the Colonist, when we were urging tliis 
matter before, that the North Ward was 
surrounded by a park. In a sense this 
may be true, but the fields are all private 
[)ropcrty. What is wanted is a i)luce 
where people will have a right to go — a 
shady lawn where children can play, 
paths on which bicye.es (miii run, a cjir- 
riage drive or so, plenty of seats and a 
little lake with some water-fowl in it- 
I'.eacon Hill park cannot be diil)licated, 
of ccjurse, but sonn't liiiig very L'ood could, 
we suppo.se, be provided without much 
cost to the citizens, and we kiM>w it 
woidd be much appreciated by the resi- 
dents of tliat part of the city, a lMrg(? iwr- 
eentage of whom work hard all day and 
would he much the better in mind and 
body for a pleasant place out of doors 
where they could n]wm\ the summer even-

1'he law was ii.iss.mI 
without consulting them or any one else 
inle.-ested and the result is a loss to 
all eonceined, The miners are the iiosi 
serioiiH Idsers. because llii^y lose Lli.'iv 
livelihood; the niiiu' owners in most eas /s 
will not be materially incouvenieneed by 
the closing of the mines. What loss they 
may sustain will be divided anion- a 
nuiuber, hut when a lahorin^- man is 
thrown out of his Job he has to bear the 
burden alone, 'nie worst enemiis of 
working men are the agitators.

The 'N^elllngton Enterprise draws at- 
tention to the fart that the public are 
yet ill the dark ns to whether the present 
advisors of tlio Lieutenant-Governor 
approve of the dismitsal of Mr. Ttimei^ 
that is in a constitutional sense, of 
course. There can bo no doubt that 
they porsonidly approve of anything that 
gives them .?4,000 a year and the control 
of patronage. 

The (!lobe thinks tliat tlie mid-week 
h;ilf-holiday, if grniitod, " would result 
in some confusion." The promoters of 
the movement will admit that unless suoh 
an arrangement is observed by all the 
merchants, it will hardly last for any 
length of tune. It is not the dread of 
loss of trade on any particular afternoon, 
which would lead mcrchauta to OKWse 
till.' suggestion, but the almost certain 
knowledge that business might; be per- 
manently diverted from them, udIosm 
every one agreed to b(< governed by the 
same rule.

and 30 per cent, leave for other miuiug 
camps. Busincda iu the Slocan towns, 
especially at Situdon, is practically at ft 
utandBtill. 

'i'lK^ lioarinK of the theft case of Reg. 
vs. W. D. Brewster occupied virtually 
the t'utire sitting of the Assize court yes- 
terday. Thi.s is a case wiiii:h is more or 
less mixed up with the case of Kok. vs- 
Sinclair, both men having beeu employed 
by the Canadian Pacific Unihvay iu its 
freight and express olUcos. Hetwoen 
tbein thoy are supposed to have got away 
with $1,500. Brewster's case canje on 
lirst. Me wa.n defoniU-d by A. II. Mc- 
Neill, Q. O., of Ilosslnnd. The case for 
the Crown was liandled by Deputy At- 
torney-General McLean. There were .six 
count.s in the indictinenr, all of which 
were under the head of tlioft, the aggre- 
gato ainoinit allegeil to have been stolen 
being Boniething under IJIJOO. AVhon the 
case was closed, .Justice Drake charg(!d 
strongly ngjiinst the jirisoiier and the 
jurors retired to consider their verdict. 
They were out over an hour and a half. 
They found the prisoner guilty upon 
counts Nos. 1, 2, 4 and 5, and not guilty 
on counts Nos. I! and (5. I'he effect of 
thi.'; was that the prisoner was found 
vuilty of omitting and concurring in the 
omission of making entries in the com- 
pany's books, but not guilty of theft. 

John McGinty. the prisoner charged 
with nnlawful assembly in connection 
with the auti-Chlnese outbreak in i)ho 
Slocan, was arraigned and pleadixl guil- 
ty. In doing 80 he made the statement 
th;ijt he took part in the unlawful assem- 
bly' at Sandon throagh compulsion and 
fusar. He stated that he had been given 
one preliminary hearing upon the cliargp 
and set at liberty, only to bi? re-arrcsted. 
Having been committed for trial upon the 
second hearing, he was iKhiiilted to bail, 
but three weeks ago he w.ts nMirrcstod 
anil pl.iccd in jail, where he had since 
been . Deputy Attorney-General 31c- 
EjO.'in explained to Ihc court that original- 
ly there had been two men charged with 
I he offr-nsr, l>at that the first man. named 
Williarap, had elected speedy trial lieforo 
.Indgo Forin and received one week's im- 
prisonment. He expressed the opinion 
that a similar seiitonre in the case of 
iMetiiiity woiilil meet the ends (hf juslice. 
The court then scntcaeed .McCint.v to 10 
days' imprisniirnen ( at IkmiI bihor. so that 
McGinty, who was cunsiKleieii the auaur 
i)lTori(ler. by bin nii'^i 1-e in refusing to 
take speedy trial, will receive four timc-s 
the pimishmont of Williams.

IXEXrLICAI3I..E SJiJA DISASTERS. 

Instances Where Great Ships Disap- 
pear, Eicaviag no Trace. 

It seems passing strange^ considering 
the enormous nmount of ocean traflic 
carried on nowadays, that it should bo 
possible for a vessel to put out to sea in 
lit condition, only to vanish from the face 
of the waters and leave no indication of 
their fate, says the London Mail. True, 
there are hundreds of unidentified dere- 
licts floating about the seas, and some 
of them may be the vessels which have 
so mysteriously disappeared. It is np- 
lialling to think oC such mysteries as the 
fates of those vessels, which, setting sail 
Avilh hundriMls of passengers, to whom 
the voyage perhaps promises happiness, 
wealth and all the joys of lite, never 
reaih their destination and are never 
again heard of. 

Take the (!nse of the Burvie Castle as 
a striking o.\:ample. She vanished not iu 
niiil-ocean, hut between the ports of Ijon- 
ilon and Plymouth. Into the latter port 
she should have put un her way to Au- 
stralin. I5ut she never reached Plymouth, 
and not a living soni knows how or 
where she v.Miiished, It is most extraor- 
din;iry that she should liave been lost so 
near tn the land without so much as a 
spar being washed ashore to tell of her 
fearful fate. 

Eriually mVstorious is the case of th'' 
Atnliinta. 'I'his famous training vessel 
was statioiHHl oil Berraiidi with more 
than 250 souls aboard. IS.irly in 1S80 
she set sail for a short cruise an<l from 
that day to this she has never been beard 
of. 

A very considerabli percentage of the 
vessels which ilisappeared forever in this 
lay sterimis ni;uiner were running be- 
tween 1mii;1iiii(I ami .America at the time, 
ll might lie Ihiinghl that the terrilie seas 
of ilie vast Allnntie were resiionsihle, 
lint it has been proved that many vessels 
were lost when the ocean was almost at 
dend calm. 

A large sailing ship left New Orleans 
some years ago for London. Thrice she 
was spoken and reported nil well, and 
she was facing exquisite weather and a 
smooth sea at the third time. Yet it is 
known she was lost with nil hands with- 
in '21 hours, and to this day no trace of 
her hna been discovered. 

I n the early part of 1892 a flvc-masted 
bark, the Marin, a newly-constructed 
> i>.s.si-l, and at that time the third largest 
in the mercantile marine, set sail, in 
lieautiful weather, from one of the big^ 
gcst ports in Cochin-China for Hnmburg. 
with every promise of a fair voyage. But 
she never rearhed ficimnny. She vanish- 
ed shortly after being spoken off the west 
enlist of .\fricii, a ml nettling has been 
I'oiuiii since to indicate the fate that 1m'- 
fell her. 

.Another vessel niiiiiing lietwii'u Riig- 
liinil and America which met an end of a 
kind none lint those who shared it ever 
knew, was the nrst-ehiss sleaniship Pres- 
iileiil. She siiiled friini New 'York for a 
.limriiey to Liverpool, in the spring of 
1.SI1. having on Iioard a full crew of cx- 
pericneed hands and oflleers and a dis- 
tinguished ronipnny of passengers. She 
left Xeiv York in line weather, in splen- 
<lid eondition. and with no reiison for 
fearing anylhing she was likely In meet. 
But she was never spoken and never 
heard of again, and, although TiT years 
linve passed, no one yet knows to whflt 
<lire enlaralty hor end was due.

Fitzsimmons Gives Some Profe:ssional 
Advice as to the Spots to Aim for. 

Robert Pitzsiumions and .Tames .rcff- 
ries liavi^ Canlly been matcheil to ii.ght 
for the lie;ivy Weight chanipionship of the 
woilil. All preliminary arrangements 
bine been completed, the battleground 
bus been (•hosen and the fighters are in 
active training for the event. Fitzsiai- 
ini.ii.s is beyond doubt tlie best living 
aiilliority on knockout blows, having ad- 
ministered more than any one single man 
in the history of tlie world's prize ring. 
Ue is the iuvoutor of more dilTerent 
kinds of temporary paralysis than iny 
mini in the business. It was Fitzsini- 
nioiis who located the solar ple.\us, upon 
which he smote Mr. Corhott at Carson, 
over two years ago. I called on him at 
his Bath Beach training quarters recent- 
ly with reference to tliese nuitters, .m l 
the big follow, with his line tejunical 
understanding of the art, talked of the 
things as they are and as they might be. 
.Moreover, he jiermitted the hiterview to 
bi^^illuslrateil as iic tiilkeil. 

''It is iiiy n|)iniiiii that .lelTries is ine 
of the (|iiickest Jieavy weights in Ihe 
world," s.iid ji'itz, drawing on his swe.Lt- 
i-r after ihe rub-down, "and I am lot 
lierinittiug myself to believe that he lacks 
power. A man of his build and ouaj<;s 
cannot help but put steam to his blows 
when he lets go. But the thing to be 
considered is— can In- land upon the riglit 
spot?" 

"\>'hat do you term the right sjiot, 
Fitz';'" I inipiireil. 

"Well, best of all, the point of the 
jaw. That is to say, the point <in the 
left side, on Ihe angle with Ihe right 
eye. 'I^liis blow is nmst efl'cctive ,v!ieii 
delivered frdiu a hook blow, li jolts Ihe 
head liMekward, paralyzes the nerve -cii- 
lers of the head iiiul, by reason nf its 
shucks, produces iiisensihility. 1 sh lulil 
say nbout there," h'ilzsimmoiis indicat- 
ed the spot. 

"It was there that 1 hit Beter Malm- 
on two separate occiisions, and both 
times with short arm jabs. U w.is mt 
so much the force oC the blows as it 
was the accuracy with wdiich they were 
Iilaeiil. If .leffrics gids me ou tlu. iioint 
I \\\\\ probably think I fought once Uw 
often. No mau lives who can stand a 
proper punch there. It is about the saf- 
est spot to hit a man to put him out 
without leaving any disastrous cou;e- 
•luences. Recovery is rapid, notwith- 
standing the loss of confidence. 

"There is another good pl.ace to hit a 
man and that is on the eye tooth on 
cither side of the mouth. Get him good 
and hard with a straight arm blow .iiitl 
the shock to the optic nervo will cu.ise 
temporary blindness. The Buil(lcnn"ss 
with which blindness ciccnrs under tli.'se 
circumstances, causes insensibility. 't 
is very iiainful for some time atterw.ird. 
.Vs a nuiller of fuel, it is generally tem- 
porary and unoxiiecled blindness that 
luitf a man out. It bhickens everything 
armiiid him. robs him of his vision, shuts 
out the scene Ihat was before him when 
he was fully awake, and llu' mind ind 
brain, logtlier with the nerves, collapse, 
and wluit is known as the 'knock out' 
results. The strain on the optic nerve 
is more harmful lo flic hghter than -he 
aciu.-il blow on Ihe jaw er on the eye 
tooth. 

"A blow lielow eillier of the ear.-i is In- 
yariiibly a knockout. Ceuenilly siieak- 
ing, the man who gets hit there "sufl"c-rs a 
double ilnse. It shocks his jugular vein 
and shakes bis y,\\\ u|) also. .lust let 
nie press my linger in at thai point and 
you will feel a choking sensation. Right 
there. Do you feel il 

The technical J'^'itz jabbed his index 
linger into the point indicated with coii- 
siilerablc vigor. The choking sen-ialion 
he wished to create followed iii-tamiy. 

"That is a rather dilllculi place in 
land." resumed tla- champion. "But I 
handed one to .Tack Dempsey in tint 
neighborhood. Of course, you know what 
happened to Jack that day."

It win be seen from onr obituary of to-day 
tliat this gentleman— who was bo well 
known and respootcd In tills town anil 
"i'lglil)orlioo(l — liaa boon roniovcd frniu our 
iiililst. Kor many years thi' late Mr. Hom- 
fiay resliled at a liouae la tliLs town, once 
tlie residence of Prince Darrlnberg, when a 
lolHoner on parol In the time of the tlrst 
lOinporor Napoleon. Mr, Homfray, who 
wuH descended from an ancient Norman 
family, posHCssed a name whose origin was 
"Ij'homme vrnl" (meaning "true man") 
afterwar<lH Hpelt "Homfray." Before he 
(•anie Into this nclgliborlUHid he lived In 
Woncstei'sliire, where lie followed the 
sporlH of I lie Ih'ld, beirip often with the 
IiduikIh alioiil the time of Kir Helllnghani 
(Jrahiiin, anil nt that pi'ilod was not an 
uuf ri'iiiient guest of the tliciii I..onI liyltel- 
loii, ot Ilagley. Mr. Ilomfiay was also at 
that time a warm supporter of the turf, 
being till' owner of racers, anil for many 
years afti^rwards, whoa the Hridgnorth 
ruecH were well supported, lils nnnie always 
appeared on the card of the day as 
iiomiuator of sonic of the horses. A gen- 
tleniiin tolil us Ihat be well remembers 
visiting, with hlin, the stnbles of the cele- 
brated trainer, Hpcncer, at Cannock Chase, 
and seeing about 80 horses taking their 
early morning gallops on the wild and pic- 
turesque moorland of that favorlti- training 
ground, Mr. Homfray was tlirougli life 
an unlllnehlng Conservative—perhaps no one 
contrlhnted so much to verify the world- 
known adage, "All on one side like lirldg- 
north election." It was mainly owing to 
his Inlluence and oxertloiis that his friend 
Sir Kohort I'lgul, liart., or Pr.tshull— rela- 
tive of the Admlr.'il Ilugh PIgot, who was 
also a former inember of parliament for 
Ilrldgnorlli- though without any proi)rlntary 
Interest In the borough, \>aH the popular 
M.P. during so mino- years, from 18^112 lo 
\X<.\. Throughout the various contests Mr. 
lloinfniy was always trui- to his motto, 
"Wounded but not eomiuercrt." The late 
Henry 'Whltmoro, Ksq. {who ropresontcd 
Bridgnorth tor nearly twenty years, and 
was one of the Lords of the Treasury In 
1R.'>,S-!). and ngnln In 1800-8) found In lilin a 
true private friend and nn adinlriihle ad- 
herent to his cause up to the pnrlod of his 
retirement from parllamei.t. Although a 
strong partl/.an. It may he said that he had 
the respect ami esteem of persons of all 
sliMdes of puliili'id oidnloim, and will be 
regretted by all who knew hlin. The late 
Mr. Homfray wiiH a stininch eliurehmnn, 
and was not only a llheiul dispenser nf 
private charity, hut gave nt nil times ready 
and Hubstanllnl support to the public In- 
Htltutlons of the town. For many years 
he acted ns honorary secretary to the Ip- 
flrniary, nn Institution In which be took 
especial Interest, After the death of Mrs. 
Homfray— who ■yvas « lady much respected 
fqrifer'px'Jyiiftelwotth— hq rpDlio>:ed Into the 
uelghhorhbba qt BHagnvth, :to;;bc near his 
iiephcw,- Henry. Bdm^nd-iHomfray, - Esq., 
and died at a pleasant residence In th<- 
heauttfDl parish of Astley Abbotts, which 



he built a few years before Ids death or? 

the family estate of Ids brother, .Tidm 
Stephens. IOsi|., who resides la .Scotland. 
The late Mr. llonifray was related to Henry 
Homfray, F.sq., of liroadwaters, Worcester- 
shire, a iiia;;i.-l rule for tiie i ouiitles of 
Htaffordshln', .'^al.ip nnd \\'o;i-esl ershlre, 
and a deiiuiy lieutenant ot Ihe county of 
Worcester. S. braiudi also of the snuie 
fiimlly was represented hy .loliu Ilomfra.v, 
lOsi]., of I'eiillyne Castle, (llamorganshlre, 
who was high sheriff of that county In 
ISM. lieyoud the tlnio usually iillotled to 
m.in, and In the fullness of years which 
had been peculiarly exempt from Illness, 
nature became exhausted, and with firm 
hope and faith he slept the sleep of death 
on Tuesday last.
